The invention that is set forth in claims 1 to 5 is 
not disclosed in any of the documents that are cited in 
the international search report; therefore, it is novel. 

Claims 1 to 5 do not involve an inventive step in 
the light of documents 1 to 6 cited in the international 
search report. Documents 1 to 4 disclose methods for 
producing aminobenzopyran compounds by reducing the nitro 
group of a 2 , 2 - dimethyl -2H-l-benzopyran compound by means 
of hydrogen or the like in the presence of a metal 
catalyst, whereas claims 1 to 5 set forth inventions that 
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reduce by means of hydrazine in the presence of a metal 
catalyst, which are not disclosed in documents 1 to 4 . 
However, the feature of substituting hydrazine for 
hydrogen or the like in a nitro group reduction reaction 
is disclosed in documents 5 and 6; therefore, it would be 
easy for a person skilled in the art to use hydrazine in 
the nitro group reduction reactions that- are disclosed in 
documents 1 to 4 in the light of the disclosures of 
documents 5 and 6 . 
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
